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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group IV - claim 47 in the reply filed on 
1 2/1 8/06 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1 , 5, 1 5, 25-46, 48, and 49 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claim 47 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 47 is vague. The claim recites the use of an algorithm that predicts further 
measurement values wherein the algorithm is optimized for performance in an identified 
range; however, the claim does not define this algorithm.
